Large 
sums  of  money  are  often  wasted  in  the  lack  of  proper  initial  co-ordina- 
tion between  buildings,  roads  and  gardens,  which  results  in  expensive 
changes.  Drainage  and  irrigation  problems  should  also  be  considered 
at  the  very  start,  if  the  results  are  to  be  satisfactory  and  inexpensive. 

The  selection  and  arrangement  of  trees,  plants  and  lawns  are  then 
studied.  The  owner’s  ideas  are  always  considered,  but  care  is  taken  to 
recommend  varieties  adapted  to  soil,  climatic  and  moisture  conditions. 
Style  of  architecture  must  not  be  overlooked  in  placing  walks  and  shrub- 
bery, and  arrangement  to  give  buildings  a proper  setting  after  the  plants 
have  attained  full  size.
